PR eet be off all Thouglits of: modern 
Policy, on purpofe t duft over his old Papers; whcre- 
by he hopes to convince the World, hhe had once fome 
religious Notions in his Poffellion; and it is expested 
he will fhortly revife his Aberdeen and Glafcow Seuiti- 
ments of Obedience, witha Preface fuitable to the prefent 
Times; there being no Time like ‘the Time prefent, ei- 
thet for Docirine or Ufe.

Ir alfo confirms us in a Notion, 
which has formerly coft us fome trouble to make out, 
That the Church is not a meer Creature of the State, nor 
wholly Dependent on it ; fince fo many Whigs can openly 
profefs their Conformity to One, at the fame time that 
they Diffent fromthe other: And perhaps our Modera- 
tion may take this Hint to fuggeft to us, that there may 
be fome real Defeéts in the State, which obftruct their 
coming over entirely, and joining with the Tories in 
Temporals as well as Spirituals; itis poflible they may 
have fome other Biks upon the Anvil, befides that of 
Conformity; and are difpofed to cxprefs their Zeal as well 
as Good-liking for the Church, by making her not only 
Eafie but Plourifhing: For new Converts, like Pendu- 
lum, are as apt to as much one way as t’other: 
Or, it may be, they wait for the Peace, as a lafting Se- 
curity of our Conftitution, Laws, and Religion: If it 
be fo, the Government would do well to forward fo ufe- 
ful and pious a Work, and to haften the Blefling whence 
they are to Date their entire Reformation. 
Give me leave, in the mean time, to offer a Word 

or two by way of Caution. It is natural to fufpec 
Converts, to watch them clofely, and fift them narrow- 
ly ; but Perfons only Half Converted, muft =e more 
fevere Trials ; and therefore I would put it to their Con- 
fciences, weak and rickety as they are, whether they 
can be really fure of their own me ¥ In this Cafe, 
it is not unlikely, but what they call Converfion, may 
be only a Political. Feint, in order to recover a bad 
Game : And becaufe they find, or at leaft imagine, that 
they fell by making the Attack in the wron Place ; 
and that, however the ne ye might be Lured to 
their Side in State-Projetts, they would never be brought 
to Back them in open Efforts againft the Church, or 
lend their Shoulders to the Overturning it; theretore 
they think ir to dro One Half’ of their Cha- 
rater, and declare loudly for the Church, rather than 
fuffer the Flower of their Forces to Defert ; bur this, if 
it be the Cafe, is fo far from a real Converfion, that 
tis, in effet, rather a Refining upon their Old Whi 
Principles ; they are the fame Men, — they 
willingly be more fuccefsful.’ Befides thefe, there may 
be other worldly Reafons affign’d for this Religious 
Turn: It is e‘they Dream of a Coalition, and, 
whilft the Government’ is fo much diverted, fancy that 
foiecerthe vit Lift ‘and lect a4 iol tome.
